Article  Five — Part  Second. 
COUNCIL. 

See.  l.Thcrcsliallbea  council  to  con- 
sist oi  seven  persons,  citizens  oi  said 
stale,  to  advise  tiie  governor'  in  the  cxe- 
cttlive  part  of  government,  whom  the 
governor  shall  itavc  lull  power,  at  his 
discretion,  lo  assemble  ; and  lie,  with 
the  couneillors,  or  a majority  of  them, 
maV  from  time  to  time,  hold  and  keep  a 
council,  lor  ordering  and  directing  thu 
aff'airsol  the  state,  according  to  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  councillors  shall  be  cho- 
sen annually,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
January,  by  a joint  ballot  of  the  senators 
and  representatives  in  convention  ; but 
not  more  than  one  councillor  shall  be  c- 
icctcd  from  any  district,  prescribed  lor 
.he  appointment  of  senators. 

See.  3.  1'he  resolutions  and  advice  ol 
council  shall  be  recorded  in  a register, 
and  Signed  by  tne  membris  present, 
which  may  be  called  for  by  either  ho. is> 
of  the  legislature;  and  any  councillor 
may  enter  his  dissent  to  the  resolution  of 
the  majority. 

Sec.  4.  Notnemberof  congress,  or  of 
the  senate  or  house  of  representatives  ol 
this  state,  nor  any  pet  son  holding  any  of 
(ice  under  the  United  Statts,  (post  of- 
ficers excepted)  nor  any  civil  officers 
under  this  state,  (Justices  of  the  Tea.c 
and  Notaries  Public  excepted)  shall  Le 


councillors.  And  no  councillor  shall  be 
ppointed  to  any  office  during  tne  tinn 
lor  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 
Article  Five — Part  Third. 

SECRETARY. 

Sec.  8.  The  secretary  of  state  shall 
be  chosen  annually,  at  the  first  session 
of  the  legislature,  by  joint  ballot  of  the 
senators  and  representatives  in  conven- 
tion. 

See.  2.  The  records  of  live  state  shall 
be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  secretary, 
who  may  appoint  his  deputies,  for  whose 
conduct  he  shall  be  accountable. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  attend  the  governor 
and  council,  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, in  person  or  by  his  deputies, 
as  they  shall  respectively  tequire. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  carefully  keep  and 
preserve  ail  the  records  of  all  the  official 
acts  and  proceedings  of  the  governor 
and  council,  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, and  shall,  when  required,  lay 
the  same  before  cither  branch  of  the  le- 
gislature, and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  enjoined  by  this  constitu- 
tion, or  shall  he  required  by  law.

TREASURER. 

See.  1.  The  treasurer  shall  he  chosen 
annually,  at  the  first  s.-ssionof  the  legis- 
lature, by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators, 
and  representatives  in  convention,  hut 
shall  not  be  ciegible  more  Ilian  five  years 
successively. 

Si  c.  2.  The  treasurer  shall,  before  en- 
tering on  the  duties  of  his  office,  give 
bond  to  tlie  state  with  suiities,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  legislature,  for  the 
faitnfnl  discharge  of  his  trust. 

Sec.  3.  The  treasurer  shall  not,  du 
t ing  his  continuance  in  office,  engage  in 
any  business  of  trade  or  commerce,  or 
as  a broker,  or  as  an  agent  or  factor,  for 
any  merchant  or  trader. 

Sec.  4.  No  money  snail  be  drawn  from 
the  treasury,  but  by  warrant  from  the 
governor  and  council, and  in  cons  quenc.c 
of  appropriation  made  by  law,  and  a reg 
luat'  statement  and  account  cf  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  all  public 
money,  shall  be  published  at  the  com- 
menc  inent  of  the  annual  sessityirof  the 
legislature. 

Article  VI. 

JUDICIAL  POWER 

Sec  1.  The  judicial  power  or  th's 
state  shall  be  vested  in  a supreme  judi- 
cial court,  and  such  other  courts  as  th 
legislature  shall  from  time  to  lime  ts- 
<abiish. 

Sec.  2.  The  justices  of  the  supreme 
ju  licial  court  shall,  at  stated  limes,  re 
ceive  a compensation,  which  shall  not 
be  d'lninished  during  their  continuance 
in  office,  but  they  shall  receive  no  ether 
fee  or  reward  whatever. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  be  obliged  to  give 
their  opinion  upon  important  questions 
(of  iau,  or  upon  solemn  occasions,  when 
1 required  by  the  governor,  council,  sen- 
! ate  or  house  of  representatives. 

See.  4.  All  judicial  officers,  except 
i j Stic  s of  tne  peace,  shall  hold  their  of- 
ii  rs  during  good  behaviour,  but  not  be- 
( yond  the  age  of  seventy  years. 

Sec.  5.  Justices  of  the  peace  and  no- 
I tai  ies  public,  shall  Laid  their  offices  du- 
, ring  s vest  years,  if  they  so  long  behave

J others  appointed,  as  the  public  interest 
j may  require. 

j Sec.  6.  The  justices  of  the  supreme 
| judii  ial  court  shall  hold  no  office  under 
the  United  States,  or  any  other  statu,  or 
any  office  under  this  state,  except  that  of 
justices  of  the  peace. 

Article  VII. 

MILITARY. 

Sec.  1.  The  captains  and  subalterns  of 
the  militia,  shall  he  elected  by  the  writ- 
| ten  votes  of  their  respective  companies. 

! The  field  officers  of  regiments  by  the 
! written  votes  of  the  captains  and  subal 
j terns  of  their  respective  regiments.  The 
| brigadiers  general  in  like  manner,  bv 
I the  fi  Id  officers  of  their  respective  bri- 
gades 

Sec.  2.  The  legislature  shall,  by  law, 
direi  t the  tune  and  manner  of  conv  ening 
the  electors,  collecting  the  votes,  and 
certifying  to  the  governor  the  officers  e- 
lected  ; and  if  the  electors  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  lo  make  such  elections,  after 
being  duly  notified  according  to  law,  the 
governor  shall  appoint  suitable  persons 
to  fill  such  offices. 

Sec.  3.  The  major  general  shall  be 
choser.  by  the  senate  and  house  of  re- 
presentatives, each  having  a negative  on 
the  other.  The  adjutant  general,  and 
the  commanders  of  forts  and  garrisons, 
shall  be  appointed  by  tne  governor  and 
council.  The  major  generals,  the  bri- 
gadiers general,  and  the  commanding  of- 
ticei’S  of  regiments  and  battalions,  shal; 
appoint  their  respective  stall' officers. 

Sec.  4.  The  militia  as  divided  into  di- 
visions, brigades,  regiments,  battalions 
and  companies,  pursuant  to  the  laws  now 
in  loice,  shall  remain  so  organized,  until 
tho  same  snail  be  altered  by  the  legis- 
lature. 

Sec.  5.  Persons  of  the  denomination  ol 
quakers  or  shakers,  shall  be  exempt  from 
military  duty  ; but  no  person  except  the 
justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court 
shall  be  exempted  by  reason  of  holding, 
or  having  heid,  any  civil  office,  under 
this  state  without  paying  an  equivalent. 


Article  VIII. 

LITERATURE. 

Sec.  1.  A general  diffusion  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  Education  being  essential  to 
he  preservation  of  the  rights  and  liber- 
ies ol  the  people;  to  promote  this  im- 
portant object,  the  legislature  is  author- 
ized, and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  require, 
t ,e  several  towns  lo  make  suitable  pro- 
vision, at  their  own  expense,  for  the  sup- 
port and  maintenance  of  public  schools  ; 
and  it  shall  further  be  their  duty  to  en- 
courage and  suitably  endow,  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  circumstances  of  the  peo- 
ple may  authorize,  all  academics,  col- 
leges, and  seminaries  of  learning  within 
the  state  ; Provided , that  no  donation, 
grant  or  endowment,  shall  at  any  time 
be  made  to  any  literary  institution  now 
established,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
established,  unless  at  the  time  of  making 
such  endowment,  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil shall  have  the  power  of  revising  and 
negativing  the  doings  of  the  trustees 
and  government  of  such  institution,  in 
the  selection  of  its  officers  and  the  man- 
agement of  its  funds. 

Article  IX. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

Sec.  1.  Every  person  elected  or  ap- 
pointed to  cither  of  the  places  or  offices 
provided  in  this  constitution,  and  every 
person  elected,  appointed  or  commis- 
sioned to  any  judicial,  executive,  milita- 
ry, orother  officer  under  this  state,  shall 
bettire  lie  enter  on  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  place  or  office,  take  and 
subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirma- 
tion : “ I,  do  swear,  that 

I will  support  the  constitution  of  this 
state,  and  of  the  United  States,  so  long 
as  I shall  continue  a citizen  thereof.  So 
help  me  God.” 

“I,  do  swear,  that 

I will  faithfully  discharge,  to  the  best  of 
my  abilities,  the  duties  incumbent  on  me 
as  according  to  the  consti- 

tution and  laws  of  the  state. — So  help 
me  God  Provided,  that  an  affirmation 
in  the  above  forms  may  he  substituted 
when  the  person  required  shall  be  con- 
scientious y scrupulous  of  taking  and 
subscribing  an  oatb. 

The  oaths  or  affirmntions  shall  be  tak- 
en and  subscribed  by  the  governor  and 
councillors,  before  the  presiding  officer 
of  the  senate,  in  the  presence  of  the  two 
branches  of  the  legislature,  and  by  sena- 
tors and  representatives  before  the  gov 
ernor  and  council,  and  by  the  residue  ol 
said  officers  before  such  persons  as  shall 
he  prescribed  by  the  legislature  ; Provi 
ded,  that  the  senators  and  representatives 
first  elected  under  this  constitution,  shall 
take  and  subscribe  such  oaths  or  affirma- 
tions before  the  president  of  the  conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  holding  the  office 
of  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court, 
or  of  any  inferior  court,  attorney  gene- 
ral, solicitor  general,  county  attorney, 
treasurer  of  the  state,  adjutant  general, 
judge  of  probate,  register  of  probate, 
register  of  deeds,  sheriff,  clerk  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  or  clerk  of  any 
inferior  court,  shall  be  a member  of  the 
legislature  ; and  any  person  holding  ei- 
ther of  the  foregoing  offices,  who  shall 
e elected  to,  and  accept  a seat  in,  the 
cungrcssofthc  United  States, shall  there- 
by vacate  said  office ; and  no  person 
shall  be  capable  of  holding  or  exercis- 
ing at  the  same  time,  within  this  state, 
I more  than  one  of  the  offices  before  men- 
tioned 

Sec.  3.  All  commissions  shall  be  in 
the  name  of  the  state,  signed  by  the  gov- 
ernor, and  attested  by  the  secretary  or 
his  deputy,  and  have  the  seal  of  the  state 
thereto  affixed. 

Sec.  4.  And  in  case  the  elections,  re- 
quired by  this  constitution  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  January  annually,  may 
be  completed  on  that  day,  the  same 
may  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day,  un 
til  the  same  shall  he  completed,  and  the 
order  of  elections  shall  be  as  follows  : — 
the  vacancies  in  the  senate,  if  any,  shall 
first  be  filled  ; the  governor  shall  then  be 
elected,  if  there  be  no  choice  by  the 
people  ; and  afterwards  the  two  houses 
.hall  elect  the  council. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  holding  any  ci- 
vil office  under  this  state,  tnay  be  remov- 
ed by  impeachment,  for  misdemeanor  in 
office  ; and  every  person  holding  any  of- 
fice, may  be  removed  by  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  of  the  council,  on  the 
address  of  both  branches  of  the  legisla- 
ture. But  before  such  address  shall  pass 
either  house,  the  causes  of  removal  shall 
be  stated  and  entered  on  the  journal  of 
the  house  in  which  it  originated,  and  a 
copy  thereof  served  on  the  person  intend- 
ed to  be  removed,  that  he  may  be  admit- 
ted to  a hearing  in  his  defence. 

Stc.  6.  The  tenure  of  all  offices  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  shall  be  for  and 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  governor  and 
council. 

Article  XI. 
SCHEDULE. 

Sec.  1 . Th-  first  legislature  shall  meet 
on  the  last  Wednesday  of  May  next. — 
The  election  on  tne  second  Monday  in 
September  annually,  shallnot  commence 
until  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one,  and  in  the  mean 
time  tiie  election  for  governor,  senators 
and  representatives,  shall  be  on  tne  first 
Monday  in  April,  in  the  year  of  our  lord 
ons  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty, 
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ind  at  this  election,  the  same  proceed- 
•ngs  shall  be  had  as  are  required  at  such 
lections,  provided  for  in  this  constitu- 
tion on  the  second  Monday  in  Septem- 
ber annually,  and  the  lists  of  the  votes 
lor  the  governor  and  senators,  shall  be 
transmitted  by  the  town  and  plantation 
clerks  respectively,  to  the  secretary  of 
state, pro  tempore, seventeen  days  at  least, 
before  the  last  Wednesday  in  May  next, 
and  the  president  of  the  convention,  saall 
in  presence  of  the  secretary  of  state  pro 
tempore , open  and  examine  the  attested 
copies  of  said  lists  so  returned  for  sena- 
tors, and  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  in  ascertain^ 
ing,  notifying  and  summoning  the  sena- 
tors, who  appear  to  be  elected,  as  the 
governor  and  council  have,  and  are  sub 
ject  to,  by  this  constitution  ; provided  ho 
shall  notify  said  senators,  fourteen  days 
at  least,  before  the  last  Wednesday  in 
May,  and  vacancies  shall  be  determined 
and  filled  in  the  same  manner  ; and  the 
senators  to  be  elected  on  the  said  first 
Monday  of  April,  shall  be  apportioned 
as  follows : 

The  county  of  York,  shall  elect  four. 

The  county  of  Cumberland,  shall  e- 
lect  four. 

The  county  of  Lincoln,  shall  elect 
four. 

The  county  of  Hancock,  shall  elect 
two. 

The  county  of  Washington,  shall  elect 
one. 

1'he  county  of  Kennebec,  shall  elei 
three. 

The  couuty  of  Oxford,  shall  elect  two.' 

The  county  of  Somerset,  shall  elect 
two. 

The  county  of  Penobscot,  shall  elect 
two. 

And  tlie  members  of  the  house  of  re- 
presentatives shall  be  elected,  ascertain- 
ed, rnd  returned,  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  herein  provided  at  elections  on  the  se- 
cond Monday  of  September,  and  the 
first  house  of  representatives  shall  con- 
sist of  the  following  members  to  be  elect* 
ed  as  follows : 

And  the  secretary  of  state,  pro  tem- 
pore, shall  have  the  same  powers,  and 
be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  votes  for  governor,  as  tho 
secretary  of  state  has,  and  is  subject  to, 
by  this  constitution  ; and  the  election  of 
governor,  shall  on  the  said  last  Wednes- 
d i)  in  May  be  determined  and  declared, 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  ciectiuiis 
n governor  are  by  tnis  constitution  ; and 
n case  of  vacancy  in  said  office,  the 
president  of  the  senate,  and  speaker  of 
ihe  house  of  representatives, shall  exer- 
cise said  office  as  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided, and  the  councillors,  secretary,  and 
treasurer,  shall  also  be  elected  and  have 
the  same  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the 
same  duties,  as  is  provided  in  this  con- 
stitution. 

Bee.  2.  The  period  for  which  the  go- 
vernor, senators  and  representatives, 
councillors,  secretary  and  treasurer,  are 
to  Serve  in  their  respective  offices  and 
places,  shall  commence  on  the  last  Wed- 
nesday in  May,  1820,  and  continue  until 
die  first  Wednesday  of  January,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-two. 

Sec.  3.  All  laws  now  in  force  in  this 
state,  and  not  repugnant  to  this  constitu- 
tion, shall  remain,  and  be  in  force,  un- 
til they  shall  be  altered  or  repealed  by 
the  legislature,  or  shall  expire  by  their 
own  limitation. 

Sec.  4.  The  legislature,  whenever  two 
thirds  of  both  houses  shall  deem  it  ne- 
cessary, may  propose  amendments  to 
this  constitution ; and  when  any  cuwend- 
ment  shall  be  so  agreed  upon,  a i^LiIve 
shall  be  passed,  and  sent  to  the  select- 
men of  the  several  towns,  and  the  asses- 
sors of  the  several  plantations,  empower- 
ing and  directing  them  to  notify  the  in- 
habitants of  their  respective  towns  and 
plantations,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law,  at  their  next  annual  meeting  in  the 
month  of  September,  to  give  in  their 
votes  on  the  question,  whether  such  a- 
mendment  shall  or  shall  not  be  made  ; 
and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a majority  of 
the  inhabitants  voting  on  the  question, 
are  in  favor  of  such  amendment,  it  shall 
become  a part  of  this  constitution. 

Sec.  5.  The  following  provisions  of  an 
act  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, passed  on  the  nineteenth  d.  y of 
June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  nineteen,  enti- 
tled “An  act  relating  to  the  separation 
of  the  District  of  Maine  from  Massachu- 
setts Proper,  and  forming  the  same  into 
a separate  and  independent  state,”  shall 
become  a part  of  this  constitution,  sub- 
ject however  to  be  modified  or  annulled 
as  therein  is  provided,  and  not  otherwise, 
and  all  officers  provided  for  in  the  sixth 
section  of  said  at  t,  shall  continue  in  of- 
fice as  thereinaf'er  provided,  to  wit : — 

[Here  follows  the  first  section  of  tho 
above  mentioned  act.J 

Sec.  6.  This  constitution  shall  be  en- 
rolled on  parchment,  deposited  in  the 
secretary’s  office,  and  be  the  supreme 
law  of  the  state, and  printed  copies  there- 
of shall  be  prefixed  to  the  books  con- 
fining the  law  s of  the  sta'e. 
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FROM  ENGLISH  PAPERS. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  informa- 
! ion  contained  in  the  following  extract 
from  English  papers,  wc  arc  indebted  to  a 
gentleman  who  has  been  good  enough 
'o  forward  to  us  from  New  York  some 
English  Gazettes  of  the  latest  date. — .Ya- 
tional  Intelligencer. 
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From  the  London  Morning  Chronicle 
of  Oct.  2,  we  learn,  that  the  election  for 
Lord  Mayor  of  London  had  been  warm- 
y carried  on  for  three  days,  and  was  not 
yet  clos'  d.  On  the  3d  day,  the  polling, 
it  is  said,  continued  with  great  activity, 
and  at  three  o’clock,  the  gross  numbers 
were  declared  as  follows: 

For  Alderman  Bridges,  1,474 
Alderman  Thorpe,  1,276 

Alderman  Wood,  1,270 

Loud  disapprobation  and  applause 
continued  for  some  time. 

Rear  Admiral  H.  Blackwood,  Bart, 
has  been  appointed  commander  in  chief 
in  the  East  Indies,  in  the  room  ol  rear 
admiral  Sir  Richard  King,  coming 
home.  Lieut.  Price  Blackwood  to  be 
his  flag  lieutenant.  And  Commodore 
Sir  Thomas  Hardy,  to  be  commander 
in  chief  or  the  coast  of  South  America, 
in  the  room  of  Commodore  Bowies,  re- 
turning to  England,  from  ill  health.  Lt. 
T.  Bourchier  to  be  his  flag  lieutenant. 

The  Paris  Moniteurof  the  28th  Sep- 
tember contains  an  ordinance,  repealing 
one  of  the  3d  of  August,  1813,  which 
suspended  the  exportation  of  grain.  Mr. 
Farquhar,  Governor  General  of  the  Isle 
of  France,  has  received  from  the  King 
the  insignia  of  a commander  of  the  roy- 
al order  of  the  Legion  of  Honor. 

The  same  paper  mentions  that  a tu- 
multuous scene  took  place  on  the  27th 
at  the  royal  museum.  The  crowd,  which 
was  immerse,  was  beginning  to  depart, 
when  a cry  of  fire  was  raised  near  the 
entrance  of  the  Grand  Gallery.  The 
spectators  in  consequence,  hurried  to 
get  out,  and  several  persons  were  thrown  ] 
down  and  trampled  upoD,  many  ladies 
lost  their  shawls  and  their  reticules,  a 
number  of  persons  were  wounded,  but 
fortunately  none  of  them  seriously.  The 
cry  of  fire  is  supposed  to  have  been  rais- 
ed by  thieves. 

German  papers  of  the  24th  of  Sep- 
tember state,  that  the  plan  of  a constitu- 
tion for  the  kingdom  of  Wirtemburg, 
as  digested  by  the  royal  commissioners 
ami  those  of  the  states,  has  been  adopted 
by  t'.ic  assembly,  with  some  trivial  modi- 
fications. 

The  German  papers  a'so  mention  that 
the  Queen  of  Sweden,  under  her  incog- 
nito title  of  Countess  Go'tidand,  and  her 
sister  the  Ex*  Queen  of  Spain,  under  the 
title  ol  Countess  de  Surviiiiers,  have  ar- 


rived at  Brussels.  The  latter  is  to  em- 
bark at  Antwerp  in  the  spring,  to  join 
h r husband,  Joseph  Bonaparte,  in  the 
Uniter  Stat  s of  America. 


The  Empc  or  ol  Russia,  it  Is  said,  was 
to  be  crowned  King  of  Poland  in  the 
month  ol  Oc.tcbei . The  ceremony  was 
to  take  place  in  the  city  of  Warsaw. 

The  monthly  agricultural  report,  da- 
ted Middlesex,  Sept.  20th  says — “ With 
respect  to  aggregate  products,  the  pre- 
sent is  the  most  plentiful  season  which 
h s occurred  for  many  years,  not  only 
in  this  country,  but  throughout  Europe, 
in  most  of  the  corn  countries  of  which 
there  ts  also  a considerable  stock  of  old 
wheat.  Our  last  year’s  wheat  conside- 
rably excels  in  quality  the  g o.vth  ofth>’ 
present;  and,  in  course,  fetches  more 
money  in  the  market.  Rain  is  greatly 
wanted  in  the  north,  and  water  for  the 
cattle,  which  have  been  driven  miles  for 
that  necessary ; the  pastures  are  burnt  up, 
and  the  stubbles  bare.  In  other  parts  a 
far  more  favorable  report  ; but,  in  all. 
rain  is  much  wanted.  Hops,  a great 
and  fine  crop,  with  a prospect  of  a still 
greater  reduction  of  price.  In  Scotland, 
most  of  the  crops  a full  average. 

On  the  10th  of  September,  a most  se- 
vere storm  took  place  at  Parma-  which 
caused  great  disasters.  The  harvest  of 
maize  and  wine  was  totally  destroyed. 
The  cellars  were  inundated,  and  all  the 
wire  in  them  lost.  There  has  not  been 
soJFrrible  a storm  there  within  the  mem- 
oir of  man. 


LONDON,  OCT.  2.

licy and  its  good  faith.  By  a Kalis  he- 
rd, emanating  from  the  Grand  Seigttor, 
bis  sublime  highness  has  commission- 
ed Pacha  Bey,  a wealthy  exhe  from  Ja- 
nina,  and  several  of  the  principal  Pa- 
cha of  Romelia,  to  attack  the  rebel  Mi. 
Tiie  vassals  of  A i are  invited  to  aban 
don  him  ; the  mosques  and  churches  arc 
phn  oil  under  an  interdict;  aid  a reward 
is  off,  r d for  his  head.  The  Porte  at 
the  same  time  guarantees  the  safety  of 
Alt’s  tnree  sons,  Mauctar,  Veii,  and  Si- 
ik  Pacha,  provided  they  separate  them  j 
se  ves  from  the  cause  of  their  father. 

T c ontragis  against  the  Jews  at  Co- 
penhagen, according  to  the  accounts 
from  thenc..,  appear  to  have  exceeded! 
tli  'se  committed  in  any  of  the  German 
cities.  On.;  unfortunate  Jev  was  forced! 
out  of  hts  carriage  and  stoned  in  open! 
day,  and  it  is  said  he  subsequently  died 
of  his  wounds  The  sec.  eta;  y ol  an  Ad- 
vocate, wno  headed  a mob  that  broke  in-1 
to  the  house  ol  a Jew  and  threw  the  fur-  ] 
niture  into  the  street,  has  bean  condemn- 
ed to  imprisonment  and  hard  labor  fori 
lile.  Several  Jewish  families  have  emit- 
ted Hamburg  i. i consequence  or  the  per- 
secution against  them  in  that  city,  to  es- 
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tabiish  themselves  at  Altona;  others  arc 
preparing  to  proceed  to  America. 

A private  letter  from  Frankfort,  in 
the  Journal  de  Paris,  gives  nearly  tlic- 
samc  result  of  the  conferences  at  Carls- 
bad, particularly  with  regard  to  the  in- 
tended tribunal  at  Mayance,  as  appear 
ed  recently  in  the  Gazette  de  France, 
with  the  addition  that  this  tribunal  will 
be  subject  to  the  influence  of  the  great 
powers,  that  it  is  to  try  Sandt,  and  to  de- 
cide upon  the  affair  of  the  Prussian  con- 
spiracy. T'  e new  conferences  at  Vien- 
na were,  it  is  now  said,  to  comm  nee  yes- 
terday, and  it  scents  as  if  the  wisest 
course  the  ministers  could  pursue  will 
be  to  annul  what  has  been  agreed  upon 
at  Carlsbad.

Here  two  placards  have  been  posted 
up,  threatening  the  Jews;  but,  by  a- 
dopting  proper  measures,  all  excesses 
have  hitherto  been  prevented  ; strong 
patroles  traverse  the  streets  in  the  eve- 
ning.

It  is  affirmed  that  his  maj  sty  the  king 
of  Saxony  has  granted  to  all  persons  of 
the  Jewish  religion,  residing  in  his  do- 
minions, the  right  of  citizen;,  though  ve- 
ry urgent  remonstrances  against  it  have 
been  presented  by  the  shopkeepers.  It 
is  thus  thought  many  rich  Jewish  fami- 
lies will  be  thus  induced  to  settle  in  Sax- 
ony. 

VIENNA,  AUG.  13. 

His  majesty  the  emperor  of  Austria 
has  appointed  the  Baron  J.  Von  Weiss 
as  ambassador  in  North  America,  and 
has  granted  him  10,000  ducats  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  of  his  journey,  and 
6000  for  his  salary.  His  excellency  has 
faithfully  fulfilled  the  places  of  commis- 
sary of  the  treasury,  and  contractor  gen- 
eral for  the  army, during  eignteen  years. 
The  baron  will  have  the  charge  of  the 
maralime  affairs  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  Italy.  Miscx- 
rcllency  took  the  oaths,  yesterday,  of 
fidelity,  previous  to  his  embarkation, 
which  will  immediately  take  phtflfc,  with 
his  family  and  suite,  at  Trieste,  for  Phi- 
ladelphia.

Those  who  have  s en 
Burns,  perhaps  will  not  be  gratified  in

Census  of  the  Citu. — We  have  re- 
ceived the  official  returns  of  the  census 
taken  hy  order  of  the  corporation,  frem 
which  it  appears  that  there  are  one  hun- 
dred and  nineteen  thousand  six  hundred 
and  fifty  seven  inhabitants  in  the  ten 
wards  of  this  city  ; giving  an  increase 
within  three  years,  of  19,033.  In  this 
census,  there  arc  46,783  males;  41,137 
females ; 6,560  nale  aliens ; 5,204  fe- 
male aliens ; 3,844  male  colored  peo- 
ple ; 5,829  females  of  color  ; 95  male 
slaves;  255  female  slaves.  Audit  ap- 
pears that,  in  three  years,  there  has  been 
a decrease  of  slaves  to  the  number  of 
3 '7.  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  total 
number  exceeds  120,000;  and  that  the 
city  rapidly  increa-  s.

transactions  between  the  bank  of  the  U-' 
nited  States  and  its  offices  and  local! 
banks  generally,  but  the  books  of  the; 
institution  in  this  city  show  that  the  bal- 
ances due  to  it  by  the  local  banks  amount 
to  2,902*658  dollars,  and  that  the  bal-' 
ancs-s  d;uc  by  it  to  the  local  banks  amount 
to941',0p0  dollars,  manifesting  that  the 
large  of  1,561,658  dollais  remains] 
due  to  the  institution,  for  which  it  is  en- 
titled to  demand  specie,  but  which  it  has 
forborne  to  do,  although,  in  order  to' 
support  the  credit. of  the  country,  it  has, 
purchased  great  quantities  of  specie  at 
a considerable  expense.”
